AMERICAN  NURSES'  MEMORIAL 

The  ANA  has  undertaken  to  restore  the  Nurses’  Residence  of  the  Florence  Nightin¬ 
gale  School  of  Nursing  at  Bordeaux,  France.  The  residence  was  established  originally 
as  a  memorial  to  the  American  Nurses’  of  World  War  I,  who  gave  their  lives  in  the 
service  of  our  country.  This  residence  was  occupied  by  the  Germans  in  January  1941 
and  liberated  August  1944.  They  left  the  residence  in  a  bad  state.  An  ANA  representa¬ 
tive  went  to  France  in  1946  to  obtain  information  about  the  school;  and  a  report  was 
made  on  the  minimum  cost  of  repairing  the  buildings  and  refurnishing  the  Residence — 
$50,000.  A  quota  of  at  least  fifty  cents  (.50)  per  graduate  has  been  set  in  order  to 
raise  this.  A  campaign  is  under  way  in  every  state.  Would  you  care  to  send  in  a  con¬ 
tribution?  It  should  be  in  by  July  1,  1948.  Our  Alumnae  Association  has  given  a  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  dollar  contribution  ($150)  from  the  group  as  a  whole;  but  if  any  wish 
to  give  a  personal  contribution  it  will  be  most  acceptable.

MRS.  IDA  B.  GRAHAM 
1850-1948 

Presbyterian  Hospital  and  the  School  of  Nursing  lost  a  great  friend  on  May  8,  1948 
with  the  death  of  Mrs.  Ida  B.  Graham.  She  and  her  husband,  Dr.  David  Wilson  Graham, 
were  influential  in  the  founding  of  both  the  hospital  and  school  of  nursing.  Mrs.  Graham 
helped  to  organize  the  Ladies  Aid  Society  in  1884  which  later  became  known  as  the 
Woman’s  Board  of  Presbyterian  Hospital.  She  served  as  its  president  from  1909-1920, 
and  at  the  time  of  her  death  was  honorary  president.  During  her  close  association  with 
this  organization  she  instituted  many  projects;  among  them,  three  scholarships  for  student 
nurses  who  were  interested  in  missionary  work,  and  the  Child  Free  Bed.  Because  of  her 
interest  in  the  School  of  Nursing,  the  Woman’s  Board  has  carried  out  other  projects  for 
the  students  and  the  Nurses’  Home. 

On  June  7,  1948  the  Woman’s  Board  held  a  Memorial  Service  for  Mrs.  Graham.  * 
Dr.  Alvyn  Hickman,  pastor  of  Third  Presbyterian  Church  which  was  her  home  church, 
gave  the  prayer  and  invocation.  Three  of  the  student  nurses  sang — "For  All  The  Saints.” 
Mr.  R.  Douglas  Stewart,  vice-president  of  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital ;  Mr.  Leslie 
Reid,  superintendent  of  Hospital;  Mrs.  Clyde  E.  Shorey,  past  president  of  Woman’s 
Board  each  in  turn  paid  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Graham.  At  the  close  of  the 
service  Dr.  Hickman  gave  the  benediction.  Following  the  memorial  service  the  Woman’s 
Board  took  action  on  a  resolution  presented  by  Mrs.  Shorey,  to  establish  a  fund  in  honor 
of  Mrs.  Graham.  This  fund  to  be  known  as — The  Ida  B.  Graham  Memorial  Fund. 
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Graduation  time  has  rolled  around  again 
with  all  its  festivities.  There  were  the  usual 
events  plus  a  new  one  this  year.  On  April 
20,  the  Medical  Staff  gave  a  luncheon,  by 
Plunkett  in  the  nurses’  residence,  in  honor  of 
the  Graduating  Class  of  1948.  Dr.  John  Dor¬ 


sey,  presiding,  explained  that  the  staff  wished 
to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  student 
nurse  contribution  to  service,  and  were  giv¬ 
ing  form  to  this  expression  in  $50.00  gov¬ 
ernment  bonds  awarded  in  the  departments 
of  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  and  Pediatrics  and 
one  for  scholarship  in  theory.

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Report  of  the  Annual  Convention  of 

ILLINOIS  STATE  NURSES'  ASSOCIATION 
Rockford,  Illinois,  Oct.  5-9,  1948 
By  Ann  Hill,  '31  and  Ruth  McGrath,  '47 

The  convention  theme — Tomorrow’s  Nursing — Today’s  Responsibility — was  carried 
throughout. 

After  hearing  Dr.  Mary  Ashley  Cheek,  President  of  Rockford  College;  Professor 
Wm.  B.  Byron,  Dept,  of  Sociology,  Northwestern  University;  and  Howard  Y.  McClusky, 
Professor  of  Education,  University  of  Michigan,  elucidate  on  the  strategic  position  of 
nursing  in  the  world,  one  felt  our  responsibility  lies  in  our  powers  of  growth  not  only 
within  our  profession  but  outside  as  well.  Nurses  must  be  good  citizens  as  well  as 
good  nurses.  Prof.  Byron  asked  when  will  nurses  go  on  a  policy  making  level;  that 
co-operation  brings  about  friendships  of  people  and  a  good  American  citizen  is  a  world 
minded  citizen.  Mr.  McCluskey  pointed  out  that  we  cannot  ignore  the  wholeness  of 
the  community  and  our  responsibility  lies  in  the  community  outside  of  our  job  as  well 
as  within  our  job.  Because  of  the  nurses’  closeness  to  the  health  problem,  which  is  a 
common  concern  of  all  people,  and  accessibility  to  all  classes  of  people,  she  holds  a 
key  position  in  the  community. 

A  pre-convention  institute  of  Public  Health  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
discussion  of  principles  and  methods  in  interviewing  health  teaching  and  school  health 
problems.  Dr.  H.  Dick  Countryman,  member  of  staff  at  Rockford  Memorial  Hospital, 
spoke  on  the  subject  "New  Drugs’’;  and  Dr.  George  Frauenberger,  Executive  Secretary 
American  Association  of  Pediatrics,  spoke  on  "Optimal  Pediatrics".  Both  gave  current 
and  interesting  information.  In  a  panel  discussion  on  "How  Can  ISNA  Help  Meet 
the  Nursing  Needs  in  Our  State"  it  was  agreed  our  problem  was  one  of:  1)  quantative 
needs  which  was  made  up  of  functional  analysis  of  nursing  profession  and  nursing 
services  and  recruitment  of  both  services;  2)  qualitative  needs  made  up  of  improved 
standards  in  our  schools  and  counselling  service. 

The  main  points  discussed  in  delegate  meetings  were:  1)  alumnae  membership  no 
longer  a  requirement  for  membership  in  local,  state,  and  national  nursing  organizations; 
2)  a  bill  to  be  introduced  into  the  next  legislature  to  lower  age  from  21  to  20  when 
state  board  examinations  may  be  written;  3)  at  the  next  legislature  introduce  a  permissive 
practical  nurse  bill.  A  motion  to  raise  state  dues  was  lost. 

All  the  meetings  afforded  a  very  stimulating  and  worthwhile  experience  and  may  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  alumnae  for  sending  me — Ann  Hill,  ’31. 
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It  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  one  of  the  delegates  from  Presbyterian  alumnae  to 
the  recent  convention  in  Rockford.  I  could  not  help  but  notice  how  all  the  nurses  from 
all  schools  and  types  of  work  united  in  the  all  important  job  of  making  nursing  today 
and  tomorrow  stronger.  While  in  Rockford  I  attended  several  of  the  Ill.  State  League 
of  Nursing  Education  discussions  as  well  as  the  House  of  Delegates.  The  uses,  purposes 
and  practices  of  evaluation  both  in  the  clinical  and  educational  program  of  nursing  schools 
was  discussed  thoroughly  by  our  leaders  in  nursing  education.  Speeches,  group  discus¬ 
sions,  open  panels — all  were  used  as  a  basis  for  the  meetings. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  alumnae  for  their  kindness  and  aid  so  that  I  was 
able  to  attend  the  convention.  It  will  always  be  a  very  memorable  occasion  to  have. seen 
our  leaders  and  to  have  been  a  part  of  the  actual  promotion  of  better  nursing.
